[From “ Our Village; Sketches of Rural Charac­ 
ter and Scenery,” by Mary Russell Mitford. 
As an 
other illustration of the mistakes which the most 
able editors will sometimes make, it may be men­ 
tioned that the MS. of “ Our Village '’ was offered 
to Thomas Campbell, then editing the New Monthly 
Magazinet and rejected bv him.] 
In onó of the wild nooks of heath land, 
which are set so piettily amidst our richly 
timbered valleys, stands the cottage of 
Robert Fold, an indnstious and substantial 
blacksmith. There is a striking appearance 
of dingy comfort about the whole demesne, 
forming as it does a sort of detached and 
isolated territory in the midst of the unin­ 
closed common by which it is surrounded. 
The ample garden, whose thick, dusty, 
quickset hedge runs along the highroad ; 
the snug cottage, whose gable end abuts on 
the causeway ; the neat court, which parts 
the house from the long, low-fcrowed shop 
and forge ; and the stable, car shed, and 
piggeries behind, have all an air of rostic 
opulence ; even the clear, irregular pond, 
half covered with ducks and geese that ad­ 
joins, and the old pollard oak, with a mile­ 
stone leaning against it, that overhangs the 
dwelling, seem in accordance with its con­ 
sequence and character, and give finish and 
harmony to the picture. 
The inhabitants were also in excellent 
keeping. 
Robert Ford, a stout, hearty, 
middle-aged man, sooty and grim as a col­ 
lie- paced backward and forward between 
the house and the forge with the step of a 
man of substance—his very leather apron 
had an air of importance ; his wife Dinah, 
a merry, comely woman, sat at the open 
door, in an amplitude of cap and gown and 
handkerchief, darning an eternal worsted 
stocking, and hailed the passers-by with 
the cheerful freedom of one well to do in 
the world ; and their three sons, well- 
grown lads from sixteen to twenty, were 
the pride of the village for industry and 
good humor—to say nothing of their hered­ 
itary love of cricket. 
On a Sunday, when 
they had on their best clothes and cleanest 
faces, they were the handsomest youths in 
the parish. 
Robert Ford was proud of his 
boys, as well he might, and Dinah was still 
prouder. 
Altogether it waB a happy family and a 
pretty tcen e; especially of an evening, 
when the forge was at work, and when the 
bright firelight shone through the large nn- 
glazed 
window, illuminating 
with

strange, red, unearthly light the group 
that stood round the an v il; showers of 
sparks flying from the heated iron, and 
the loud strokes of the sledge-hammer re­ 
sounding over all the talking and laughing 
of the workmen, re-enforced by three or 
four idlers who were lonnging about the 
shop. 
I t formed a picture which, in a 
summer evening, we could seldom pass 
without stopping to contemplate ; beside, 
I had a roadside acquaintance with Mrs. 
Ford, had taken shelter in her cottage 
from thunder storms and snow-storms, and 
even by daylight could not walk by with­ 
out a friendly “ How d’ye do t" 
Late in last autumn we observed an 
addition to the family, in the person of a 
pretty little shy lass of some eight years 
old, a fair, slim, small-boned child, with 
delicate features, large blue eyes, a soft 
color, light shining hair, and a remarkable 
neatness in her wholo appearance. 
She 
seemed constantly busy, either sitting on 
a low stool by Dinah’s side at needle-work, 
or gliding about the kitchen, engaged in 
some household employment—for the wide 
open door generally favored the passengers 
with a full view of the interior, from the 
fully stored bacon T(ick to the nicely swept 
hearth ; and the litti# girl, if she perceived 
herself to be looked at, w'onld slip behind 
the clock-case, cr creep under the dresser 
to avoid notice.

schoolmistress. 
Hereupon she called her 
to display her work, which was indeed ex­ 
traordinary for so young a needle woman ; 
and would fain have had her exhibit her 
other accomplishment of reading, but the 
poor little maid hang down her head, and 
blushed up to her white temples, and al­ 
most cried, and th o u g h too frightened to 
rnn away, shrank back, till she was fairly 
hidden behind her portly a u n t; so that 
that performance war perforce pretermit- 
ted. 
Mrs. F’ord was rather scandalized at 
this shyness, and expostulated, coaxed and 
scolded, after the customary fashion on 
such occasions. 
“ Shamefacedness was,” 
she said, “ Rachel’s only fault, and she be 
lieved the child could not help it. 
Her 
uncle and cousins were aa fond of her as 
fond could be, but she was afraid of them 
all, and had never entered the shop since 
there she had been. 
Rachel,” she added,

spent a farthing on apples or gingerbread, 
though she had a bran new sixpence which 
her uncle had given her for hemming his 
cravats.

A month passed away, during which 
time, from the mere habit of seeing us 
frequently,JRachel became so far tamed as 
to behold me and my usual walking com­ 
panion without much dismay ; would drop 
h'.r little curtsey without coloring bo very 
deeply, and waB even won to accept a bun 
from that dear companion’s pocket, and to 
answer yes or no to his questions. 
At the end of that period, as we were 
returning home in the tw ilight from a 
round of morning visits, we perceived a 
sort of confusion in the forge, and heard 
loud sounds of scolding from within the 
shop, mixed with bitter lamentations from 
without. 
On a nearer approach, we dis­ 
covered that the object in distress was an 
old acquaintance, a yonng Italian boy, such 
a wanderer from the Lake of Como as he 
whom W adsworth has addressed so beau­ 
tifully : 
“ Or on thy head to poise a show 
Of plaster craft In seemly row ; 
The erect fill form of milk-white steed. 
Or bird th at soared with Gan.vn.e3e ; 
Or through onr hamlets thou wilt bear 
The sightless Milton with his hail 
Around his placid temples curled. 
And Shakespeare at his side —a freight. 
If clay could think and mind were weight, 
For him who bore the world 1” 
He passed na almost every day, carrying 
his tray full of images into every quarter 
of the village. 
We had often wondsred 
how he could find vent for his commodities ; 
but our farmers’ wives patronize that 
branch of art ; and Stefano, with his light 
firm step, his upright carriage, his dancing 
eyes, and his broken English, was a uni­ 
versal favorite. 
At present the poor boy’s keen Italian 
features and bright dark eyes were disfig­ 
ured by c ry in g ; and his load waiÜDgs a n d 
southern gesticulations bore witness to the 
extremity of his distress. 
The cause of his 
grief was visible in the half empty tray 
that rested on the window of the forge, and 
the green parrot which lay in fragments on 
the footpath. 
The wrath of Robert Ford 
required some further e x p la n a tio n , which 
the presence 
of his worship instantly 
brought forth, although the enraged black­ 
smith was almost too angry to speak in­ 
telligibly. 
It appeared that his youngest and fa­ 
vorite bod, William, had been chaffering 
with Stefano for this identical green parrot, 
to present to Rachel, when a mischievous 
lad, running aloug the road, knocked it 
from the window-sill, and reduced it to the 
state in which wc saw it. 
So far was mere 
misfortune ; an ! undoubtedly if let to him- 
seU our good neighbor would have indem­ 
nified the little merchant, but poor Stefano, 
startled at the suddenness of the accident, 
trembled at the anger of the severe mas­ 
ter on whose account he traveled the 
country, and probably in the darkness re­ 
ally mistaking the offender, noluckily ac­ 
cused William Ford of the overthrow ; 
which accusation, although the assertion 
was instantly and hnmblv retracted on 
William’s denial, so aroused the English 
blood of the father, a complete John Ball, 
that he was raving, till black in the face, 
against cheats and foreigners, and threat 
eniug the yonng Italian with whipping, 
and the treadmill, and jnstice, and stocks, 
when we made our appearance, and the 
storm, having nearly exhausted its fury, 
gradually abated. 
By this time, however, the clamor had 
attracted a little crowd of lookers-on from 
the honse and the road, amongst the rest 
Mrs, Ford, and, peeping behind her aunt, 
little Rachel. Stefano continued to exclaim 
in his imperfect accent, “ He will beat me!” 
and to sob and crouch and shiver, as if 
actually suffering under the impending 
chastisement. 
It was impossible not to 
sympathize with each a reality of distress, 
although we felt that an English boy, simi­ 
larly situated, wonld have been too stoat- 
hearted not to restrain its expression. 
"Sixpence," and “ my master will beat 
me,” intermixed with fresh bursts of cry­ 
ing, were all his answers to the various in­ 
quiries as to the amount of his lo», with 
which he was assailed ; and yonng William 
Ford, “ a lad of grace,” was approaohiDg 
his hand to his pocket, and my dear com­ 
panion had jost drawn forth hi* pune. 


when the good intentions of the one were 
arrested by the stern commands of his 
father, and the other was stopped by the 
reappearance of Rachel, who had ran back 
to the honse, and now darted through the 
group holding out her own new sixpence— 
her hoarded sixpence—and put it into Ste- 
fano’s hand ! 
I t may be imagined that the dear child 
was no loser by her generosity ; she was 
loaded with caresses by every one, which, 
too much excited to feel her bashfulness, 
she not only endured but returned. 
Her 
nncle, thus relinked by an infant, was 
touched almost to tears. 
He folded her in 
his arms, kissed her, and blessed her ; gave 
Stefano half a crown for the precious six­ 
pence, and swore to keep it as a relic and a 
lesson as long as he lived. 


THE STORY OF A JEWISH RENEGADE 


The story of II Giudeo, the Jew, con­ 
tains some rare touches of hnmanity, and 
the end of it is strangely pathetic. 
The 
man was, as his name implies, a Jewish 
renegade. 
He was born at Smyrna, and 
acquired great riches by his piracies. 
The 
Arabs called him Sinam, the Turks Ciefut 
Pasha, and the Italians II Giudeo. 
After 
the conquest of Rhodes the pirates infested 
the Mediterranean like a pack of hungry 
wolves, and II Giudeo surpassed them all 
in astuteness and in an intimate knowledge 
of every creek and hiding-place along the 
coasts and among the 
islands. 
Monte 
Argentaro, Elba, Punza, he knew them 
all, and could play at hide and seek 
among them 
with 
his 
swift, 
treach­ 
erous galleys. 
He had a fleet of thirty- 
four of them, and ravaged the coasts of 
Sicily, Naples, and the Roman States. For 
the most part he was successful and almost 
unmolested in his maranding expeditions. 
But once three ships belonging to the 
Knights of Rhodes, and commanded by 
Captain Paolo Yettori, made a raid upon 
the robbers and captnred some pirate gal­ 
leys off Gianutri, a tiny island of the Tus­ 
can Archipelago. 
B at this was a compara­ 
tively unimportant check to II Gindeo. 
None the less fur it did he scour the Med­ 
iterranean to his own great profit and the 
terror of the littoral populations. 
In 1533 
we find him triumphantly carrying off from 
near Me3sioa three vessels belonging to 
Andrea Doria, laden with silk—a very 
rich prize. 
1535 he defended LaGoletta 
with a body of 6,000 picked Turkish 
troops against the Christian armies com­ 
manded by Charles V. in person. 
The 
Moslems made a valorous defense, but were 
overpowered and compelled to fly to Tunis, 
where Barbarossa was then reigning, hav­ 
ing forcibly seized that kingdom from the 
descendant of the ancient Berber dynasty 
of the IlafBit. 
W ithin the city of Tunis 
at that time were upward of 10,000 Chris­ 
tian slaves taken by the pirates. 
These 
were Spaniards, French, Germans, and, 
more numerous than all, Italians; people 
of both sexes and all ageB and conditions ; 
merchants, 
soldiers, 
knights, 
sailors, 
priests. 
These unfortunates, on the first 
approach of the Christian army, had been 
huddled into seme underground caverns 
called the Gum-, originally intended for 
storing grain. 
Barbarossa, seeing the for­ 
tune of war go against him, absolutely pro­ 
posed 
to 
mas mere 
all 
these helpless 
wretches, and w jsw ith difficulty dissuaded 
from his atroci his intention, 
II Gindeo 
chiefly oppoeed it, and it was mainly 
owing to his inb rcession that the prisoners’ 
lives were savec. 
This of La Goletta was 
a great victory for the Christian arms. 
Besides putting the enemy to flight and 
confusion, the Christians captnred all the 
Moslem ships, vithout losing one on their 
¿ide. 
Among the prisoners taken was II 
Giudeo’siaVorii-' child, aboy of 10 years 
old, who is stat*^ to hav9^|^en serving as 
a sort of cabin lioy on board oí one of the 
captured Moorkh vessels. 
The child fell 
to the share of the Prinoe of Piombino,- 
who caused him to be baptized, had him 
educated in all the accomplishments of a 
gentleman of that day, and bronght him 
np in his own, house, “ where he lived 
honored and beloved by all.” 
Meanwhile, 
II Giudeo was advanced to even greater 
honors by tiié Saltan, 
Escaped from 
the disaster of La Goletta and of Tunis, 
he was nominated Admiral of the fleet 
of 
the 
Red 
Sea, 
the principal scope 
of which was to harass and oppose the 
Portuguese, whose progress in the Indies 
was giviDg umbrage toSoliman. II Gindeo’s 
headquarters were at Suez. 
He was enor­ 
mously wealthy, powerful, and honored. 
But the terrible pirate had a heart. 
It is 
evident that bis apostasy bad not concealed 
the strong parental affection eo characteris­ 
tic of the race and of the teachings of the 
Hebrew religion, and he never ceased to 
lament the loss of his son. 
Nearly ten 
years after the disaster of Tunis, Barba­ 
rossa—another celebrated and especially 
truculent Moslem 
pirate—attacked the 
island of E:ba, which w a s a p o ssessio n 
of the Prince of Piumbiuo. 
Barbarassa 
threatened to ravage the island with fire 
and Bword if II Gmdeo’s son were not 
given up to him. 
This act appears to 
have b e e n d ic ta te d less by friendship for 
his comrade in piracy than by greed of 
gain. Tnere is little doubt that he expected 
the Prince to pay a heavy ransom for the 
youth to whom he had become attached. 
Only a short time previous the republic 
of Genova had been compelled to the humi­ 
liation of buying him off from destroying 
Savona. 
However, the young man at 
once declared himself willing to go and 
see his father, as was 
right and duti­ 
ful, bat stipulated spontaneously 
that 
theTloininions of his benefactor, the Prince 
of Piombino, should be respected. 
Ac­ 
cordingly, the baptized son of II Giudeo set 
out for Egypt, where his father anxiously 
awaited him. 
But when one day he ap­ 
peared before him, a handsome, elegant 
cavalier, richly attired, and surrounded by 
a train of servants and attendants, the old 
man embraced his long-lost son in such 
a paroxysm and transport of jov that “ his 
heart burst and he fell dead.” 
The cir­ 
cumstance is well attested by Bosio, Mim- 
brino, Jovius, etc. 
And, as Padre Gugliel- 
motti remarks, II Giudeo was probably the 
only oie of the dreaded company of Moor­ 
ish pirates to whom it could possibly have 
happened.—[The Cornhill Magazine.

As an 
other illustration of the m istakes which the most 
able editors will sometimes make, it may be men­ 
tioned th at the MS. of “ Our Viliago ” was offered 
to Thomas Campbell, then editing the New Monthly 
Magazine, and rejected by him.) 
In one of the wild nooks of heath land, 
which are set so piettily amidst oar richly 
timbered valleys, stands the cottage of 
Robert Ford, an indnstioas and substantial 
blacksmith. There is a striking appearance 
of dingy comfort about the whole demesne, 
forming as it does a sort of detached and 
isolated territory in the midst of the unin­ 
closed common by which it is surrounded. 
The ample garden, whose thick, dusty, 
quickset hedge runs along the highroad ; 
the snug cottage, whose gable end abuts on 
the causeway ; the neat court, which parts 
the house from the long, low.browed shop 
and forge : and the stable, car Bhed, and 
piggeries behind, have all an air of rostic 
opulence ; even the clear, irregular pond, 
half covered with ducks and geese that ad­ 
joins, and the old pollard oak, with a mile­ 
stone leaning against it, th at overhangs the 
dwelling, seem in accordance with its con­ 
sequence and character, and give finish and 
harmony to the picture. 
The inhabitants were also in excollent 
keeping. 
Robert Ford, a stout, hearty, 
middle-aged man, sooty and grim as a col­ 
lier, paced backward and forward between 
the house and the forgo with the step of a 
man of substance—his very leather apron 
had an air of importance ; his wife Dinah, 
a merry, comely woman, sat at the open 
door, in an amplitude of cap and gown and 
handkerchief, darning au eternal worsted 
stocking, and hailed the passers-by with 
the cheerful freedom of one well to do in 
the world ; and their three sons, well- 
grown lads from sixteen to twenty, were 
the pride of the village for industry and 
good humor—to say nothing of their hered­ 
itary love of cricket. 
On a Sunday, when 
they had on their best clothes and cleanest 
faces, they were the handsomest youths in 
the parish. 
Robert Ford was proud of his 
boys, as well he might, and Dinah was still 
prouder. 
Altogether it was a happy family and a 
pretty tcene; especially of an evening, 
when the forge was at work, and when the 
bright firelight shone through the large un­ 
glazed 
window, illuminating 
with 
its 
strange, red, unearthly light the group 
that Btood round the anvil ; showers of 
sparks (lying from the heated iron, and 
the loud strokes of the sledge-hammer re­ 
sounding over all the talking and laughing 
of the workmen, re-enforced by three or 
four idlers who were lounging about the 
shop. 
I t formed a picture which, in a 
summer evening, we could seldom pass 
without stopping to contemplate ; beside, 
I had a roadside acquaintance with Mrs. 
Ford, had taken shelter in her cottage 
fiom thunder storms aud snow-storms, and 
even by daylight could not walk by with­ 
out a friendly “ How d’ye do 
Late in last autumn we observed an 
addition to the family, in the person of a 
pretty little shy lass of some eight years 
old, a fair, slim, small-bonod child, with 
delicate features, large bine eyes, a soft 
color, light shining hair, and a remarkable 
neatness in her whole appearance. 
She 
seemed constantly busy, either sitting on 
a low stool by Dinah's side at needle-work, 
or gliding about the kitchen, engaged in 
some household employment—for the wide 
open door generally favored the passengers 
with a full view of the interior, from the 
fully stored bacon'r^ck to the nicely swept 
hearth ; and the littlff girl, if Bhe perceived 
herself to be looked at, w*euld slip behind 
the clock-cise, cr creep under the (Ireaaer 
to avoid notice. 
Mrs. Ford, when ques­ 
tioned as to her new inmate, said that she 
was her husband’s niece, the daughter of 
a younger brother, who had worked some­ 
where London-way, and had died lately, 
leaving a widow with eleven children in 
distressed circumstances. 
She added that, 
having no girl of 
their 
own, 
they 
had taken little 
Rachel for good and 
a ll; and vaunted much of her handiness, 
her seamstresahip, and her scholarship, 
how 
she 
could 
read a chapter 
with 
the parish clerk, or make a shirt with the 
schoolmistress. 
Hereupon ehe called her 
to display her work, which was indeed ex­ 
traordinary for so yonng a needle woman ; 
and would fain have had her exhibit her 
other accomplishment of reading, but the 
poor little maid hung down her head, and 
blushed up to her white temples, and al­ 
most cried, and though too fr ig h te n e d to 
run away, shrank back, till she was fairly 
hidden behind her portly a u n t; so that 
that performance was perforce pretermit- 
ted. 
Mrs. Ford was rather scandalized at 
this shyness, and expostulated, coaxed and 
scolded, after the customary fashion on 
such occasions. 
•* Shamefacedness was,” 
she said, “ Rachel’s only fault, and she be 
lieved the child could not help it. 
Her 
uncle and cousins were as fond of her aB 
fond could be, but she was afraid of them 
all, and had never entered the shop since 
there she had been. 
Rachel,” she added, 
“ was singular in all her ways, and never 
spent a farthing on apples or gingerbread, 
though she had a bran new sixpence which 
her uncle had given her for hemming his 
cravats. 
She believed th at she was saving 
it to send home.” 
A month passed away, during which 
time, from the mere habit of seeing us 
frequently,Rachel became so far tamed as 
to behold me and my usual walking com­ 
panion without much dismay ; would drop 
h>.r little curtsey without coloring so very 
deeply, and was even won to accept a bun 
from that dear companion’s pocket, and to 
answer yes or no to his questions. 
At the end of that period, as we were 
returning home in the twilight from a 
round of morning visits, we perceived a 
sort of confneion in the forge, and heard 
loud sounds of scolding from within the 
shop, mixed with bitter lamentations from 
without. 
(In a nearer approach, we dis­ 
covered that the object in distress was an 
old acquaintance, a yonng Italian boy, such 
a wanderer from the Lake of Como as he 
whom W adsworth has addressed so beau­ 
tifully : 
“ Or on thy head to poise a show 
Ot piaster craft in seemly ro w ; 
The grac Ml form of milk-white steed, 
Or bird th at soared with Ganymede ; 
Or through our hamlets thou wilt bear 
The sightless Milton with his hail 
Around his placid temples curled. 
And Shakespeare at his side - a freight. 
If clay could think and mind were weight, 
For him who bore the world !” 
He passed us almost every day, carrying 
his tray full of images into every quarter 
of the village. 
W e had often wondared 
how he could find vent for his commodities ; 
but our farmers’ wives patronize that 
branch of a r t ; and Stefano, with his light 
firm step, his upright carriage, his dancing 
eyes, and his broken English, was a uni­ 
versal favorite. 
At present the poor boy’s keen Italian 
features and bright dark eyes were disfig­ 
ured by crying; and his loud waitings aud 
southern gesticulations bore witness to the 
extremity of hia distress. 
The cause of his 
grief was visible in the half empty tray 
that rested ou the window of the forge, and 
the green parrot which lay in fragments on 
the footpath. 
The wrath of Robert Ford 
required some further explanation, which 
the presence 
of his worship instantly 
brought forth, although the enraged black­ 
smith was almost too angry to speak in­ 
telligibly. 
It appeared that bis youngest and fa­ 
vorite son, William, had been chaffering 
with Stefano for this identical green parrot, 
to present to Rachel, when a mischievous 
lad, running along the road, knocked it 
from the window-sill, and reduced it to the 
state in which wc saw it. 
So far was mere 
misfortune ; and undoubtedly if let to him­ 
self our good neighbor would have indem­ 
nified the little merchant, but poor Stefano, 
startled at the suddenness of the accident, 
trembled at the auger of the severe mas­ 
ter on whose account he traveled the 
country, and probably in the darkness re­ 
ally mistaking the offender, unluckily ac­ 
cused William Ford of the overthrow ; 
which accusation, although the assertion 
was instantly and humbly retracted on 
William’s denial, so aroused the Flnglish 
blood of the father, a complete John Bull, 
that he was raving, till black in the face, 
against cheats and foreigners, and threat 
ening the young Italian with whipping, 
and the treadmill, and justice, aud stocks, 
when we made onr appearance, and the 
storm, having nearly exhausted its fury, 
gradually abated. 
By this time, however, the clamor had 
attracted a little crowd of lookers-on from 
the honse and the road, amongst the rest 
Mrs. Ford, and, peeping behind her aunt, 
littie Rachel. Stefano continued to exclaim 
in his imperfect accent, “ He will beat m e!” 
and to sob and crouch and shiver, as if 
actually suffering under the impending 
chastisement. 
It was impossible not to 
sympathize with snch a reality of distress, 
although we felt that an English boy, aimi- 
larly situated, would have been too stout­ 
hearted not to restrain its expression. 
“ Sixpence,” aad “ my master will beat 
me,” intermixed with fresh bursts of cry­ 
ing, were all hia answers to the various in­ 
quiries as to the amount of his lo«s, with 
which he was assailed ; sud young William 
Ford, “ a lad of grace," was approaching 
his hand to his pocket, and my dear com­ 
panion had just drawn forth his purse, 


when the good intentions of the one were 
arrested by the stem commands of his 
father, and the other was stopped by the 
reappearance of Rachel, who had run back 
to the house, and now darted through the 
group holding out her own new sixpence_ 
her hoarded sixpence—and put it into Ste* 
fano’s hand I 
I t may be imagined that the dear child 
was no loser by her generosity ; she waB 
loaded with caresses by every one, which, 
too much excited to feel her bashfulness, 
she not only endured but returned. 
Her 
uncle, thus rebuked by an infant, was 
touched almost to tears. 
He folded her in 
his arms, kissed her, and blessed her ; gave 
Stefano half a crown for the precious six­ 
pence, and swore to keep it as a relic and a 
lesson as long as he lived. 


THE 8T0KY OF A JEWISH RENEGADE 


The story of II Giudeo, the Jew, con­ 
tains some rare touches of humanity, and 
the end of it is strangely pathetic. 
The 
man was, as his name implies, a Jewish 
renegade. 
He was bom at Smyrna, and 
acquired great riches by his piracies. 
The 
Arabs called him Sinam, the Turks Ciefut 
Fasha, aud the Italians II Giudeo. 
After 
the conquest of Rhodes the pirates infested 
the Mediterranean like a pack of hungry 
wolves, aDd II Giudeo surpassed them all 
in astuteness and in an intimate knowledge 
of every creek and hiding-place along the 
coasts aud among the 
islands. 
Monte 
Argentaro, Elba, I’onz», he knew them 
all, and ceuld play at hide aud seek 
among 
them 
with 
his 
swift, 
treach­ 
erous galleys. 
He had a fleet of thirty, 
four of them, and ravaged the coasts of 
Sicily, Xaples, and the Roman States. For 
the most part he was successful aud almost 
unmolested in his marauding expeditions. 
But once three ships belonging to the 
Knights of Rhodes, aud commanded by 
Captain Paolo Yettori, made a raid apon 
the robbers and captured tome pirate gal­ 
leys off Giauutri, a tiny island of the Tus­ 
can Archipelago. 
B at this was a compara­ 
tively unimportant check to II Giudeo. 
None the less for it did he scour the Med­ 
iterranean to his own great profit and the 
terror of the littoral populations. 
In 1533 
we find him trium phantly carrying off from 
near Messina three vessels belonging to 
Andrea Doria, laden with silk—a very 
rich prize. ,n 1535 he defended LaGoletta 
with a body of 6,000 picked Turkish 
troops against the Christian armies com­ 
manded by Charles V, in pereon. 
The 
Moslems made a valorous defense, but were 
overpowered and compelled to fly to Tunis, 
where Barbarossa was then reigning, hav­ 
ing forcibly seized that kingdom from the 
descendant of the ancient Berber dynasty 
of the Hafsit. 
W ithin the city of Tunis 
at that time were npward of 10,000 Chris­ 
tian slaves taken by the pirates. 
These 
were Spaniards, French, Germans, and, 
more numerous than all, Italians ; people 
of both sexes and all ages and conditions ; 
merchants, 
soldiers, 
knights, 
sailors, 
priests. 
These nofortunates, on the first 
approach of tha Christian army, had been 
huddled into some underground caverns 
called the Guile, originally intended for 
storing grain. 
Barbaroesa, seeing the for­ 
tune of war go against him, absohtely pro­ 
posed 
to 
massacre 
all 
these, helpless 
wretches, and was with difficulty c.issuadei 
from his atrocious intention, 
Ii Giudeo 
chiefly opposed it, and it wat mainly 
owing to his intercession that tha prisoners’ 
lives were saved. 
This of La (Rdetta was 
a great victory for the Christian arms. 
Besides putting the enemy to light and 
confusion, the Christians captured all the 
Moslem ships, without losing oao on their 
aide.. Among the prisoners taken was II 
Giudeo’eTa Volite chjld. aboy of 10 years 
old, who is etatal to havA l^en serving as 
a sort of cabin Doy on board ot one of the 
captured Moorish vessels. 
The child fell 
to the share of the Prince of I’iombino, 
who caused him to be baptizet., had him 
educated in all the accomplishments of a 
gentleman of that day, and b -ought him 
up in his own house, “ where he lived 
honored and beloved by all.” j Meanwhile, 
II Giudeo wat advanced to even greater 
honors by She Sultan, 
Escaped from 
the disaster of La Goletta and of Tonis, 
he was nominated Admiral 
jf the fleet 
of 
the 
Red 
Sea, 
the prii.cipal scope 
of which was to harass and oppose the 
Portuguese, whose progress i t the Indies 
was giving umbrage toSoliman. Ii Giudeo’s 
headquarters were at Saez. 
He was enor­ 
mously wealthy, powerful, and honored. 
But the terrible pirate had a heart. 
I t is 
evident that his apostasy had not concealed 
the strong parental affection so characteris­ 
tic of the race and of the teachings of the 
Hebrew religion, and he never ceased to 
lament the loss of his son. 
Nearly ten 
years after the disaster of Tunis, Barba­ 
rossa—another celebrated and especially 
truculent Moslem 
pirate— altacktd the 
island of E.ba, which was a possession 
of the Prince of Piombino. 
Birbarossa 
threatened to ravage the islind with fire 
and sword if II Giudeo’s son were not 
given up to him. 
This act appears to 
have been dicto ted less by friendship for 
his comrade in piracy than by greed of 
gain. Tnere is little doubt that he expected 
the Prince to pay a heavy ransom for the 
youth to whom he had become attached. 
Only a short time previous the republic 
of Genova had been compelled to thehum i- 
liation of buying him off from destroying 
Savona, 
However, the young man at 
once declared himself willing to go and 
see his father, as was 
right and duti­ 
ful, but stipulated spontaneously 
that 
theTloininiona of hia benefactor, the Prince 
of Piombino, should be respected. 
Ac­ 
cordingly, the baptized son of II Giudeo set 
out for Egypt, where his father anxiously 
awaited him. 
But when one day he ap­ 
peared before him, a handsome, elegant 
cavalier, richly attired, and surrounded by 
a train of servants and attendants, the old 
man embraced his long-lost son in such 
a paroxysm and transport of jov that “ his 
heart burst and he fell dead.” 
The cir- 
cumstaace is well attested by Bosio, Mam- 
brino, .Tovius, etc. 
And, as Padre Gugliel- 
motti remarks, II Giudeo was probably the 
only ote of the dreaded company of Moor­ 
ish pirates to whom it could possibly have 
happened. —[The Cornhill Magazine.

Sex in E cos.—A correspondent of the 
London Journal o f Horticulture says in 
reference to this question: “ L ist winter 
an old poultry keeper told me he could 
distinguish the sex in eggs. 
I laughed at 
him, aud was none the less skeptical when 
he told me the following secret : Eggs with 
the air-bladder in the center of the egg will 
produce cockerels ; those with the bladder 
on one side will produce pallets. 
The old 
man was so confident that I determined to 
make experiments upon it this year. 
I 
have done so, carefully registering the egg- 
bladder vertically or bladder on the side, 
rejecting every one which was not decidedly 
one or the other, as in some it is very 
slightly out of the center. 
The following 
is the result : 
Fifty-eight chickens are 
hatched ; three are dead, and eleven are 
too yonng to decide upon the sex ; of the 
remaining forty-four every one has turned 
out true to the old man’s theory. 
This of 
course may be an accidental coincidence, 
but I shall certainly try the experiment 
again.” 


*»* “ P r e s u m p tio n begins in ignorance and 
ends in ruin.” On the other hand, the pro­ 
duction ot Kidney-Wort began with wise 
cautions and scientific research, and its use 
ends in restoring shattered constitutions and 
endowing men and women with health and 
happiness.

THE LAST DAT. 


This is the last day of the fnost disgrace- 
fnl political campaign th at has ever been 
fought in California. 
To-night the labors 
of the demagogaes end. 
They have at 
last reached the close of their opportunity, 
and to-morrow the verdict of the people 
will be recorded. 
And it is to be observed 
th at this campaign does not close at all in 
the ordinary way. 
There are to be seen 
no serried hosts with disciplined ranks, 
confronting one another, and waiting im­ 
patiently for the battle signal. 
Oa the 
contrary, all is confusion and diecord and 
absence of discipline and cohesion. 
The 
would-be leaders are without followers. 
The old banners no longer serve as rally - 
ing-points. 
The o'.d war-cries evoke no 
enthusiasm. The demagogues have shouted 
and bawled themselves hoarse all over the 
State, and the people have listened to them 
cynically and incredulously. 
The terms 
Democrat and Republican possess little 
eigmlicance to-day. 
The machinery of the 
two parties is there, but the discipline is 
gone. 
It is a safe assertion that neither 
party is satielied with its ticket. 
If Kstee 
is revolted from 
by the 
Republicans, 
Stoneman elicits no enthusiasm among the 
Democrats. 
If Kstee falls behind his 
ticket to-morrow, if many Republicans 
vote for his opponent, it will not be be­ 
cause the Democratic ticket is acceptable, 
but it will be because the Republican 
ticket is intolerable. 
Judging from the 
development of popular sentiment of late 
it seems quite possible that if the Prohibi­ 
tionists had been in the field earlier, and 
had made a more energetic and thorough 
canvass, they might hsve carried the State. 
As it is, they will poll a much larger vote 
than was at first anticipated, and they will 
derive a large proportion of it from those 
who are dissatisfied with both the regular 
party nominations. 


1 he politicians on both sides have as 
usual done their best to persuade them­ 
selves th at everything is going well. 
The 
State Central Committees have made the 
most wild figures, snd each has given its 
own side a majority. 
But all such esti­ 
mates are entirely without value. Neither 
candidates nor the immediate supporters 
of candidates are ever trustworthy judges 
as to how the popular vote will go. 
Speakers are above all liable to deceive 
themselves, for nothing in a campaign is 
more illusive thau the behavior of crowds 
at meetings. 
In this case, however, the 
speakers have been forced to admit that 
there was no enthusiasm anywhere. 
The 
Republican candidates have made a par­ 
ticularly thorough canvass, and they have 
returned from it with a realization that the 
State is lost to them. 
Of course they still 
continue in publio to predict success, but 
they do not expect it any more than they 
expect to be struck by lightning. 
They 
hsve played demagogism for all it was 
worth, and they are about to find out that 
it is not worth anything. 
Mr. Kstee, in 
his last San Francisco speech, distinctly 
declared th at he had Btaked everything 
upon anti-railroad cant and humbng. 
He 
will have therefore to acknowledge, if he 
is defeated, that he owes his defeat to the 
very course which he thought best adapted 
to secure him victory.

N a p a, November 4th.—Hops are not ex­ 
tensively raised in this county. In the vicini* 
ty of St. Helena there are three or four hop 
farms. 
A few years ago, when grape plant­ 
ing was at its bight, and when hops w'ere low 
in price, many persons dug tip their hops and 
planted grapes, but those who kept their hops 
have this year had a goed tr op and have ob­ 
tained very high prices. 
Los Angeles, November 4th.—The entire 
hop crop, about 200,000 pounds, was bought 
and shipped to Sew York thirty days ago.

M erced, November 5th.—On W ednesday 
evening last, abont 8 o’clock, the dwelling of 
Dr. JoBhua Griffith, an adobe building, sit­ 
uated on the Merced river, about four miles 
below Hopeton. caught fire and was de­ 
stroyed, together with most of the contents. 
The teigbbors, seeing the tire, gathered at the 
place and did w hat they could to suppress 
the fiim es; but there heiog no water con­ 
venient could do but little, and the dwelling 
and barn were soon destroyed, and the neigh­ 
bors returned to their homes. 
About three 
hours after, Dr. Griffith, aged 82 years, at­ 
tem pted to pass through a narrow passage 
between two adobe walls, the timbers sup­ 
porting the walls, roof and floor beiDg still 
on fire, when a portion of one of the walls 
tumbled down, crashing through the floor, 
and burying the old doctor under the debris 
of adobes, hot ashes and burning timbers in 
the cellar. 
The alarm was given by a 
boy, and the doctor’s son ran from 
his 
own house, two or three hundred yards from 
the place, aDd deeceaded into the cellar acd 
rercued his father from the ruins by clearing 
away the adobes and burning timbers, and 
lifted him to the stone and dirt floor, where 
the boy and young Griffith’s wife drew him 
out of the burning building but a moment 
before the remaining walls tumbled dowu, 
filling the cellar with debris 
The doctor’s 
injuries are one knee out of joint, a wrist and 
rib broken, several burns and bruines about 
the face, head and body. 
Tfce house was 
built in 1851, and has been the residence of 
the family over thirty-one years. 
I t was 
built in the Mexican style cf heavy timbers 
and adobes. 
Dr. Griffith was one among the 
first settlers on the Merced river.

Francis Assisi. The Pope lamente the dearth 
of Christian virtues iu the nineteenth cen­ 
tury, and says the greater part of the men 
are seeking to revel in luxury, and being ex­ 
travagant with their own goods, are greedy 
after those of their neighbor. They extol 
the name of the fraternity of mankind, but 
talk more fraternally thau act. 
The votaries 
of rationalism encourage violence and sedition 
among the people, provoke agrarian disturb­ 
ances, flatter the appetites of the lower 
classes, and by these means snd others serve 
to weaken the foundations of domestic life 
and public order, instead cf strengthening 
them by lives of probity and manhood.

CoBciUMNH R e g istra tio n .—I t is under­ 
stood th at some question is being{raised con­ 
cerning the right i f citizens whose names are 
on the Great Register supplement to vote 
to-morrow. 
An appeal to the Attorney- 
General for an opinion has been made. 
I t 
would seem th st no citizen who can establish 
that he is entitled to vote under the Constitu­ 
tion csn be deprived of his right. 
Section 1 , 
Article II., reads : “ Every native mala citi­ 
zen of the U nited States, every male person 
who shall have acquired the rights of citi- 
zsDship under or by virtue of the treaty 
of ^ueratero, and every male naturalizad 
citizen thereof, who shall have become such 
ninety days prior to any election, ot the age 
of 21 years, who ahall have bsen a resident 
of the State one year next preceding the 
election, and of the county in which be claims 
his vote ninety days and in the election 
precinct thirty days, shall be entitled to 
vote at all elections which are now or may 
hereafter be authorized by law ,” etc. 
And it 
is held that under the Constitution, if one is 
on the Register he cannot be deprived of his 
right to vote by any provision th at would be 
in conflict with the right guaranteed by the 
Constitution, and that the supplement is but 
» part of the copy of the G reat Register. 
Concerning the supplemental Register, it is 
held th at the law requiring the Clerk to 
make a register on the first Monday in Oc­ 
tober was not intended to mean that he must 
do all the work on th at day, but that he 
should begin on th at day at the outside. 
I t 
is also held th at the thirty-day provision does 
not apply to the issue of the copy of the 
G reat Register, but only to tbe fact of the 
residence of the voter, etc. 
I t is held also 
th at the order of the Supervisors makiDg the 
copy called a supplement a part of the origi­ 
nal, covers any possible Haw that may be 
sought to be availed of to deprive voters of 
their right to vote.

Narrow Escape or General Butler. 
Lawrence (Mass.), November 4.h.—Gen. 
Bntler came near being drowned Friday even­ 
ing. The steamer C. L. Mather, when foor 
mile» belpw the city, ran npon a rock and 
struck. It was indispensable for the General 
to be in Lawrence at an early hour. A small 
boat was brought alongside, and General But­ 
ler and three others took places in it. Toe 
swift current began to suck the boat under 
the counter of the steamer, and in endeavor­ 
ing to push it clear, the boat partially 
swamped. The current is so swift that ooly 
the strongest swimmer could escape. The 
deck handB, after repeated efforts, succeeded 
in hauling the General and party on board. 
The General escaped with a banged hat and a 
thorough wetting. 
Beeeher on the Stam p. 
New Yobk, November 4th.—Henry Ward 
Beecher to-night, at a Republican mass meet­ 
ing in the interest of local self-government, 
said that he wonld never vote for Folger for 
Governor, not that he was a bad man—he was 
a good man. Another time he would like to 
Bee him Governor, but not now. Whether he 
was nominated by forgery [applause and 
hisses] had nothing to do with it. They had 
a Governor who had administered honestly 
the ¡ ifsirs of State, and the movement to 
supplant him was a corrupt one, which they 
were bound to oppose. He (Beecher) would 
vote for Cleveland [«pplaioe and hisses], and 
he would urge every Republican to vote for 
Cleveland and elect him by a hundred thou­ 
sand majority. [Applause and hisses ] 
A nsthrr Invoice of Mormons. 
N ew Y oke, November 4tb.—Elder George 
Striogfellow, who is regarded as a peculiarly 
bright and shining light in the Church of the 
Latter-Day Saints, arrived from Europe yes­ 
terday with 420 Mormon recruits. Elder 
Striogfellow said : “ I have cow brought to 
the country one of the largest companies of 
Mormon converts that ever came from the 
Old World to the United States. These peo­ 
ple are of a good class; many of them are 
well supplied with money, and thev will be a 
desirable acquisition as settlers in Utah." 
“ How long have you been in Europe, El­ 
der ?” was asked. 
" Two years; and I have visited France, 
Scotland, Wales and the Isle of Man. While 
my missionaries were making converts to the 
Mormon faith, I kept a general oversight on 
the work.” 
The Mormon emigrants departed for the 
West last night. Seven passenger cars were 
reserved for them, and their baggage filled 
two cars. Their departure was superintended 
by J. H. Hart, the Mormon agent in this 
city. The party were well prepared for cold 
weather, were in excellent spirits, and teamed 
highly elated with the idea of becoming resi­ 
dents of Mormondom. 
An ExelUnc Fool Baee. 
N ew Y ork, November 4th.—The inter­ 
national half-mile running match between W, 
G. George of the Mosely Harriers of Eng­ 
land and Lawrence E. Myers of the Manhat­ 
tan Athletic Club of this city, came off to­ 
day on the polo grounds. Myers won choice 
of positions, and took the outside. Both 
bounded away on the report of a pistol, 
G orge with a long telling stride, while My­ 
ers dropped in behind him. The first 220 
yards was accomplished by George in 26j 
seconds, with Myers hard behind him. The 
sixth of a mile, or 294 yards, was made by 
George in 33 acoonde, with the American still 
trailing him. The quarter of a mile saw 
George a foot in front. Time, 55} seconds. 
George drew away again and at tne end of 
the first lap a third of a mile, or 387 yards, they 
were almost side by side.

D istress in Ireland. 
D ublin, November 4 h.—The Irish Times' 
correspondent says: Great distress exists in 
County Clare, owing to the failure of the po­ 
tato crop, an epidemic stnocg the pigs and the 
dear prices demanded for all articles of food, 
which is caused by the tax levied on farmers 
by the Crimes Act, aod which has proved a 
very heavy burden. The county presents a 
must melancholy and nniuriting appearance. 
Fields and meadows aie deluged with water, 
and men, women and children, pigs, calves, 
cows, dogs and chickens, are all herded to­ 
gether in one conglomerate mass, in miserable 
dwellings unfit for the habitation of any hu­ 
man being.^ The parish priest at Milltown- 
Malbay writes a gloomy letter te the Dublin 
Freeman's Journal, stating that before two 
months have passed, at least one hundred 
families of the poorer people in his parish 
will be utterly destitute and compelled to de­ 
pend on charity for sustenance. He appeals 
for aid to prevent them from starving. 
These Cuban Refugees. 
L ondon, November 4th.—The Daily Nacs 
says : The Cuban refugee question raises s 
question of national honor. The English 
Government must endeavor, by firm remon­ 
strance, to induce Spain to alter her deter­ 
mination not to surrender the refugees, but 
on severer remonstrance if, unfortunately 
needed, force will be employed. 
M adrid, November 4th.—It is stated that 
the Government, although persisting in its 
decision not to deliver the Cuban refugees 
to the British, has resolved to institute an 
inquiry into the circumstances of their 
capture.

CONCSRBIBG HAMMERS. 
To most persons a hammer is simply a 
hammer, but every mechanic knows that 
there is a great variety of hammers, fiom 
the liDy lump of steel wi'.h which che 
watchmaker tspi the mandrel of a bxlmce 
wheel to the huge trip-hammer under 
which tons of hot iron are molded into 
shape. The hammer, in fact, plays an im­ 
portant part in the mechanic arts, each one 
presenting its peculiar form, size, weight 
and material. In some trades there is great 
skill and dexterity required in the use of the 
hammer. Any one who has seen the opera­ 
tion of riveting a boiler has admired the 
sleight of hand with which the strikers 
ronnd np the head of a rivet in less time 
than it takes to write about it. The blows 
follow one another with wonderful accu­ 
racy and rapidity, and when the rivet head 
is finished it looks as smooth and regular 
as if it had been cast in a burnished mold. 
Take even the process of driving an ordi­ 
nary nail, and it is remarkable what a dif­ 
ference there is in the method of a novice 
and that of a carpenter. The one hits one 
side, often bends or breaks the nail or 
bruises the finger that holds it. The car­ 
penter hits with precision, and drives the 
nail home with well-directed blows. 
Tne deft hammering of coppersmiths is 
proverbial, pounding metal into any re­ 
quired shape. The copper plates that are 
used by engravers are bammered hard in 
long strips by the use of large steel ham­ 
mers with faces as smooth as that of a mir­ 
ror. The most accurate hittiDg is re­ 
quired in this process, because the hammer 
lace is flat and must be held perfectly 
level to avoid cutting deep gashes in the 
plates. When it is necessary to make 
bevels on these plates a skilled workman 
will make a bevel with a hammer in a few 
minutes that would require hours if made 
by filing and polishing. 
Silversmiths learn to be very expert in 
the use of the hammer. Spectacle makers 
can take the temples of a pair of ladies’ 
spectacles and temper them by dexterous 
planishing between hammer and anvil. A 
blacksmith always has an assortment of 
hammers with which to shape the ductile 
iron.File cntters are required to use hammers 
with great judgment. Each tooth in a 
hand-made file is made by the burr raised 
by tapping a sharp chisel held to the soft 
file. After each blow the chisel is set up 
against the bnrr of the last stroke and an­ 
other bnrr is raised, and so on until the file 
is finished. The force of the blow measures 
the size of the burr raised, so that the reg­ 
ularity of the file depends upon the even­ 
ness of the hammer stroke. Many files are 
made by transferring processes by machine­ 
ry, but the hand-made files command the 
highest price, while with many peculiar 
forms of liles the hand work is indispensa­ 
ble, and the regularity of hammer work a 
necessity. 
One of the most ditticult jobs to be done 
with a hammer is to straighten large flat 
plates of metal. An expert workman will 
here do, with a few strokes of the hammer 
properly directed, work that a non-expert 
cannot do at all. Indeed, without great 
skill the attempt to straighten plates with 
a hammer generally results in making the 
crookedness worse. 
The goldbeater’s hammer is wielded day 
by day by trained hands, although an hoar 
of it wonld fatigue the novice. The calker 
has a peculiar long hammer. The ax and 
the adze are but sharpened hammers. Ma­ 
chinists use great copper hammers for 
work where they wish to strike blows 
without marring the object struck. 
Among the queerest hammers in use is a 
magnetic hammer.

Eight Mongolians registered at the Cus­ 
tom-honse Friday. 
The school fund is again exhausted, and 
teachers will receive no remuneration for 
their services before the latter part of De­ 
cember. 
The rainfall Friday amounted to 1.63 
inches, making a total of 3 85 inches 
for the month and 6.77 inches for the sea­ 
son, against .79 of an inch for the corre­ 
sponding date of last year. 
The United States steamer Ranger came 
down from Mare Island Navy Yaid Thurs­ 
day night, and Satnrday will be started for 
the south on a special order to survey the 
Mexican coast for use in the preparation of 
Government charts. 
Lottie Hoard, alias Richardson, who in­ 
veigled Richard Baker into the California 
House last week aud was arrested for rob­ 
bing him of $500 while he was lying help­ 
lessly drunk in a room, appeared Friday 
before Jndge Rix. She was held to answer 
before the Superior Court in $2,000. 
The two prisoners, Alfred Anderson and 
Bertie Neilson, arrested on suspicion of 
haviDg been implicated in the murder of 
Charles (or Carl) AndersoD, brother of the 
former, on Swan Island, near Portland, 
Oregon, about the 10th of October, still 
remain in custody at the Central Station, 
awaiting a requisition from the Governor of 
Oregon for their return t ) the scene of the 
murder. Anderson still maintains a surly 
reticence, refusing to refer to the murder 
of his brother Carl. 
The steam whaler Belvidere arrived Sat­ 
urday after a passage of twenty-three days 
from the Arctic ocean and fourteen days 
from the Fox islands, meeting with tine 
weather during all of the passage down. As 
the Belvidere steamed by Vallejo-street 
wharf she was saluted by the steam whaler 
Orga, which is receiving her finishing 
touches, having recently been bnilt in this 
harbor. The Belvidere has a cargo of 750 
barrels of whale oil, 9.000 pounds of whale­ 
bone and 600 pounds of ivory. 
On tbe 20;h of last January Richard 
Henry Jones, a resident of San Mateo, was 
run over and killed by a train of cars on 
the Southern Pacific Railroad. His widow, 
Charlotte U. Jones, brings an action for 
$25,000 damages against the railroad com­ 
pany. The claim is made that she and her 
five minor children have been damaged to 
that extent by Jones’ death. The com­ 
plaint alleges that the accident was caused 
by the carelessness and neglect of the de­ 
fendant's servants and employes. 
The large fine building corner Sacra, 
mento and Webster streets, that has been 
a mystery for months paBt during the 
period of its construction, is now known 
to be the property of Dr. L. C. Lane, and 
was erected by him at a coat of $100,000

A case of death was reported at the 
Morgue Saturday, the mysterious circum­ 
stances surrounding which have justified 
interference by the detective department. 
A widow named Charlotte O. Bou tiler, also 
known under the name of “Lottie Buffalo,” 
died on Wednesday at tbe establishment of 
Mrs. Minna V.jgers, a physician. The re- 
usavna were ordered removed to the under- 
taking-rooms of O’Connor & Sheehy to 
provide for burial. At the same time the 
undertakers were notified that Dr. F. 
Riehl, a Kearny-street physician, would 
sign the death certificate, he having been 
the deceased’s medical attendant. Dr. 
Riehl was called upon a number of times 
for the certificate. 
While admitting 
thst he had attended the woman for 
six 
days prior to the death, Dr. 
Riehl llatly refused to sign any certifi­ 
cate giving it as his belief that the death 
resulted from an unlawful operation. The 
body was conveyed to the dead-house and 
an investigation begufi. 
Deceased was 
aged 26, and had two children. 
She 
worked for George Lang in his family, and 
was there taken sick and attended by Dr. 
Bowers from the 19th to the 27th of Oc­ 
tober. Thursday week she was removed 
to the house of a female physician. Dr. 
Bowers told Mrs. Eggers he thought the 
illness was tbe result of an abortion. Dr. 
Riehl was called in on the 27th of Octo­ 
ber. 
Dr. Bowers eays the patient con­ 
fessed to him that an abortion had been 
performed npon ber by Mrs. Eggers in 
July last, and that surgical instruments 
were not called into requisition until after it 
had been demonstrated that drugs were 
inoperative. On the following day, and 
actuated by the thought that it would be 
of the utmost importance to have this 
voluntary confession repeated in presence 
of witnesses, Mrs. Lang and Mrs. Maria 
Meyers were called in, and Mrs. Bonlller 
made a second acknowledgment. 
A 
woman named Kate Herbert, a domestic in 
the employ of Dr. Ingerson, of 323 Geary 
street, and a bosom frieDd of the deceased, 
supplies an additional point iu the evi­ 
dence, saying that a very few days after 
the alleged unlawful operation had been 
performed the deceased had told her that 
Mrs. Eggers had committed the act. The 
autopsy, which was concluded yesterday, 
showed that death was caused by metro­ 
peritonitis, resulting from abortion. Mrs. 
Eggers has disappeared. The medical gen­ 
tlemen who participated in the autopsy, 
which was conducted with the utmost care 
and precision, are, however, unanimous in 
the assertion that the death of Mrs. Bootller 
is not the result of any abortion committed 
upon her as far back as July last, but on 
the contrary, is the result of a much more 
recent operation.
